The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests the composition of claim 1 , 
and particularly: "at least about 10 percent perfluoroalkylsulfonamideoethyl acrylate; 
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at least about 5 percent aliphatic urethane acrylate oligomer; at least about 1 percent 
acrylate monomer". Claims 51 and 62 are allowable for the same reasons. 

The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests the optical material comprising 
a copolymer of claim 32, and particularly: "at perfluoroalkylsulfonamideoethyl acrylate, 
aliphatic urethane acrylate oligomer, and acrylate monomer". Claim 37 is allowable for 
the same reasons.
